in the world was dedicated today at 
the Chain of Rocks, the site of th** 
St. Louis water works, 
on the M * - 
sissippi river at the extreme northern 
end o ft he city. 


The filtration plant cost $l,30o- 
000, and 
so large 
150,000,00 gal 
Ions of wrater can pass through it ev­ 
ery 2 4 hours, absolutely pure; and 
in case of emergency this can be in­ 


creased to 2 0 0,0 0 0,004)" gallons. 
The opening of the filtration plant 
is the last step deemed necessary lor 
years to come to assure St. Louis of 
clear water. 
The citys ’water is tak 
en from the muddy Mississippi river, 
and first is given a chemical 
treat­ 
ment that precipitates the solids and 
foreign matter. 
Th^ water 
then 
passes through a series 
of settling 
basins from which it emerges clear 
For years this system was sufficient 
to assure the city clear water, hut as 
the demands for water grew with the 
growth of the city, 
it was noticed 
that in hot weather or when the riv 
er was unusually muddy, tfie water 
w’as drawn through the settling bas­ 
ins so fast that it poured out of the 
faucets slightly discolored. 
The groat sand filter 
then was 
built. 
The water now will pass from 
the settling basins into 
the filter, 
and thence into the mains. The iilt«*r 
it is believed by 
engineers, will as­ 
sure the people of St. Louis absolute­ 
ly clear water throughout the hottest 


weather. 
For years St. Louis struggled with 
the problem of clarifying the muddy 
river water, and when 
the settling 
process was devised it attracted at­ 
tention 
in 
engineering 
circles 
throughout the world. 
The dedicatory exercise today were 
attended by many delegates from the 
convention of the American 
W ater 
Works, Association, 
which met at 
Cincinnati, May 10.
